FOOD AND PLANNING 
AN EARLY guess of the Department of 
Agriculture is that farmers this year will 
plant less land to most crops than they did 
last year, It is suggested that the change 
is a reaction partly to falling food and com­ 
modity prices, partly to proposals for re­ 
viving pre-war federal controls over crop 
planting. 
Of all the fields of business and sociolog­ 
ical activity, food production is probably 
the one in which the best argument can be 
made for government planning. But reduc­ 
ed crops would strengthen the argument 
rather than soften it. The argument rests 
on the historic fact that in this nation, 
which is the best fed in the world, there 
never has been a supply of food so large 
that everyone has been able to have enough 
to eat. Yet there is no good reason why 
everyone should not have enough. 
The shortcoming is not in ability to grow 
food. The trouble is that there always have 
been people who did not have the means to 
buy adequate food. America has conquered 
every food problem except that one. And 
the kind of government planning which has 
so far been tried is not the answer. It has 
protected the grower against speculative 
loss, which may be necessary, but it has 
not attacked the basic problem of those 
who do not have'enough to eat. and cannot 
buy it. 
How can this problem be solved’ So far 
no one has come up with an obvious an­ 
swer. We would be wise to devote more 
energy to looking for one. If the answer 
could be found, it probably also would put 
an end to so-called surplus of crops. 


GOODBYE, ALEUTIANS! 
• 
THE williwaws have it their own way 
again in the Aleutians. These icy winds. 
which helped to make the islands detest­ 
able to all Americans unfortunate enough 
to be stationed there, now blow once more 
in solitude. Our defense heads, forced to 
economize, have decided that th e y can get 
along without the elaborate Aleutian air 
strips and shelters on which millions were 
spent during the war. So they are left to 
gather snow and ice. and the defense units 
which once used them have been shifted 
to Alaska. 
Most veterans of this area will probably 
say that if no one ever goes to the Aleutians 
again, that is ail right with them. 


Could the seers who say that the Demo­ 
crats in Congress are hopelessly split be 
the same prophets who said last year that 
the party was too involved in factional w ar­ 
fare to have a chance in the election? 


When the Wroclaw (Breslau) m ee t i n g 
was drawing to a close, after it had devoted 
itself to violent vituperation against 
t h e 
United States of America, it was decided to 
hold some more. A commission, headed bv 
Alexander Fadeyev, head of the Soviet del­ 
egation. was appointed to handle further 
c onferences. An international committee of 
liaison, with headquarters in Paris, 
w a s 
appointed to arrange these. The conference 
at the Waldorf-Astoria in New' York w a s 
the product of this liaison. 
It was at Wroclaw that Ilva Ehrenburg, j 
one of the Soviet wanters who some 
time 
ago visited the United States, had this 
to 
say about our country; 
“It is enough to look at the part n e r s 
these gentlemen have chosen for sav i n g 
‘Western culture' to realize what their real 
intentions are. They want to s a f e g u a r d ! 
‘Western culture’ with the aid of gene r a I 
F ranco. . .of the men who are throw i n g 
American writers into prison, of Alabama ! 
slaveowners. Mississippi lynchers, the s a v - , 
ares of Tennessee who substitute Adam ’s 
rib for the theory of evolution, of Petainsts 
in borrowed plumes, of Jesuits. . .” 
I shall quote other paragraphs from this 
amazing speech so that you can get an idea 


of what was back of the Waldorf-Asto r i a 
conference.

“When a Mississippi planter or a Vatican I 
Jesuit speaks of safeguarding ‘Western cul­ 
ture from the Soviet Union, it means that 
they want to keep the minds of their slaves 
and prisoners untouched by any culture— 
American, Italian or French.* 
“ Yes. it is not only from us that the ob-J 
scurantists want to safeguard ‘Wes t e r n 
culture,’ but from their own peoples, from 
the progressive minds in their own coun­ 
tries. 1 i s quite an exotic picture we see. 
The ignorant Congressman T h o m a s de­ 
fends ‘Western culture’ from Fast, Chaplin 
or Caldwell. 
“Tile aggressive obscurantists are head­ 
ed by the present-day bosses of the United 
States. This fact is favored by the brief his­ 
tory of their state, the hypertrophy of tech­ 
nology to the detriment of the harmonious 
development of man. the traditions of ra­ 
cism, spiritual isolationism and, as a con­ 
sequence. ignorance and misjudgment of a 
world other than their own. Barbarity 
is 
daily winning new* victories across the oc­ 
ean. To my mind, the so-called UnAmeri- 
ean Activities Committee does not dif i e r 
much from Goebbels’ department. The cru­ 
sade against free thought is in full swing: _ 
Writers are flung into prison and the 
last 
honest artists a ie being expelled from Hol­ 
lywood. After prisons w*ill come concentra­ 
tion camps—things there are done on a big 
scale! 
“ We can appreciate America’s intellec­ 
tual values and reject the .savagery of Sou­ 
thern planters, the cult of the dollar, and 
and the race fauaticism of a Thomas or 
Mundt. The Yankees who aie invading the 
count! les of Western Europe are not bring­ 
ing Einstein, Steinbeck. Faulkner, F a s t , 
Hemingway or Chaplin w ith them, but ster­ 
eotyped detective novels and standardized 
gangster films—a sort of opium. They w*ant 
to dope Europe, the better to be able 
to 
I pinion her.”
